Swimming classes, always popi- 
lar in the summer recreational pro- 
gram, are expected to attract the 

-largest number of . participants. 
There will also be classes in tennis,

The bid of A. B. Newton Com- 
pany, Vidalia, Ga., to build the two 
federal low-rent housing projects 
in Pahokee for $1,295,000 was 
approved by A. R. Hanson, region- 
al director of the Public Housing 
Administration, Atlanta, Ga, on 
Thursday of last week and the bid 
has been accepted by the Pahokee 
Housing Authority, according to 
Leonard Dobrow, chairman of the 
Authority's Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

The 40-Unit White project, to be 
located between Banyan and Cy- 
press Avenues and Southeast 
Fourth and Fifth Streets, will cost 
$475,000 and the 75-unit Negro 
project on McClure Road, $720,000. 
Construction is expected -to start 
later this month.

2 Killed, 4 Injured 
In Truck Accident 


Two men were killed and four 
injured in a traffic accident on 
SR 700 11 miles east of Canal Point 
around 3:30 p. m. Monday, when 
a tractor-trailer driven by James 
A. Harris of Perry rammed the 
rear end of a State Road, Depart- 
ment maintenance’ truck and 
knocked it into the West Palm 
Beach Canal where it sank in 25 
feet of water. 

O. L. Collier, driver of the SRD 
truck, was drowned and his body 
was not recovered from the bottom 
of the canal until Tuesday even- 
ing. Burrell Goocher, who was 
riding in the back of the truck, to- 
gether with Ronald V. Renos, 
Charles Flowers and Leslie Angel, 
died of internal injuries shortly 
after arrival at the Everglades 
Memorial Hospital. W. A. Keen, 
superintendent of the mainten- 
ance crew, who was riding in the 
cab with Collier, managed to free 
himself from the wreck and sub- 
merged truck and was aided to the 
safety of the canal bank after 
reaching the surface of the water. 

Mr. Renos was the most serious- 
ly injured of the survivors, how- 
ever, all were hospitalized for 
treatment and cheerwetion, observation,

Mr. Gehrken said most individ- 
uals with such serious disabilities 
are’ unable to work. There are 
cases, however, where a person 
with, such a severe disability. is 
working, or able to work, because 
of*his special knowledges and 
Skills. He would be eligible under 
the social security disability pro+ 
visions the district manager said, 
because he would. be able to engage 
in substantial gainful activity. On 
the other hand, a person might 
work occasfonally or intermittent- 
ly but this would not necessarily 
mean that he was able to engage 
in substantial gainful activity. 
Both the nature of the work and 
the amount of money he earned 
would have to be considered.
